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HE  YEAR  i860— forty  -one  years  ago'  on  July  10th,  1901 
— His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  (His  present 
Majesty  King  Edward  VII)  embarked  at  Plymouth  on 
board  H.M.S.  Hero,  bound  for  Quebec,  accompanied  by 
the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies  ;  the  Earl  of  St.  Germains,  Lord  Steward  of 
Her  Majesty's  Household  ;  Major-General  the  Hon.  Robert 
Bruce,  Governor  to  the  Prince  ;  Major  Teesdale,  R.A., 
and  Capt.  George  Gray,  equerries,  and  Dr.  Ackland.  On 
July  22nd,  the  party  arrived  at  Newfoundland.  Eight 
days  later  they  reached  Halifax,  and  on  August  18th  the 
Royal  Party  were  at  Quebec.  Montreal  was  reached  011 
August  25th,  and  on  the  1st  of  September  His  Royal 
Highness  laid  the  first  stone  of  the  present  Parliament 
Buildings  at:  Ottawa.  On  September  4th  Kingston  was  reached,  but  no  landing  was 
made,  addresses  being  received  and  a  reception  held  the  following  day  on 
board  the  steamer  on  which  the  party  came  up  the  St.  Lawrence.  Belle- 
ville had  the  same  experience,  fifty  young  ladies  on  horseback,  who  had 
organized    as    an     escort    to     His    Royal    Highness,    being    disappointed.  On 
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September  7th,  i860,  the  Prince  arrived  in  Toronto  Harbour,  and  for  ten  days 
the  Capital  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  was  en  fete.  On  September  18th,  His 
Royal  Highness  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  Brock's  Monument  on  Oueenston

Heights.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  Hamilton  was  reached.  A 
short  tour  of  the  United  States  followed,  and  on  October  20th  the  Royal 
Party  embarked  on  board  the  Hero  at  Portland,   Me.,   homeward  bound. 

Their  Royal   Highnesses  the    Duke  and    Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York 
embarked    on    Board    H.M.S.    Ophir,    at    Portsmouth,    on    Friday  afternoon, 
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March  15th,  1901,  bound  for  Australia  via  Ceylon.  On  May  10th,  after 
visiting  Colombo  and  Singapore,  and  other  places  en  rotite,  they  arrived  at 
Melbourne,  where  a  magnificent  reception  awaited  them,   and  where  a  series  of

fetes  were  given  in  their  honour  extending  over  two  weeks,  the  most  important 
and  far-reaching  ceremony  being  the  inauguration  of  the  first  Parliament  of 
the  new  Commonwealth.  After  Australia,  with  which  the  Sailor  Prince  had 
formerly  made  acquaintance  as  a  midshipman  on  board  H.  M.S.  Bacchante,  New  Zea- 
land and  South  Africa   were    visited.       And    now  they  are    in  Canada.       It  is 
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hardly  necessary  to  say  that  Their  Royal  Highnesses  have  been  and  are 
being-  welcomed  everywhere  with  all  the  enthusiasm  which  arises  from  a 
combination  of  loyalty  to  the  Crown  with  an  appreciation  of  the  high  personal

qualities  of  those  by  whom  it  is  represented.  The  occasion  is  so  great  that 
imagination  almost  fails  to  grasp  its  full  meaning,  and  will  probably  fail  still 
more  in  any  endeavour  to  foreshadow  the  consequences  to  which  it  may  lead. 
In    New    Zealand    the  presence    of  Their    Royal    Highnesses   can    hardly  have 
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failed    to   quicken  the   growing-  desire   for    union   with  the  great    Federation  of 

Australia,    while    in    South    Africa    they    are    sure    to  have    rendered  powerful 

assistance  in  the  re-establishment  of  law  and  order  and  in  awakening-  even  Boer

sympathizers  to  a  recognition  of  the  British  Crown  and  of  the  manifold  advan- 
tages of  living  beneath  its  sway. 

We  shall  hardly  appreciate  the  devotion  to  duty  evinced  by  the  Duchess 
in  accompanying  the  Duke  on  his  long  and  important  expedition,  until  we 
think  of  her,  not  only  as  a  Royal  personage  assuming  her  share  in   an  Imperial 
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pageant,  but  also  as  a  young  mother  absent  from  her  little  children  for  eight 
long  months  and  at  a  time  when  every  month  will  have  witnessed  the  growth 
of   qualities    and    faculties    which    parents    love    to    watch.       It    should    not  be

forgotten  that  to  Her  late  Most  Gracious  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  is  due 
the  present  visit.  She — following  the  idea  entertained  and  given  effect  to 
when  the  present  King  came  among  us,  that  the  heir-apparent  could  only 
adequately  recognize  the  immense  responsibilities  and  know  the  vastness  of  the 
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domain  over  which  he  might,  in  the  dispensation  of  Almighty  God,  be  one  day 
called  upon  to  reign  by  personal  acquaintance — devised  and  designed  the  tour 
which    is    being   so    happily    carried    out.     The    time,v  Her   Majesty    saw,  was

Welcome  them,  thunders  of  fort  and  of  fleet  ! 
Welcome  them,  thundering-  cheer  of  the  street  ! 
Welcome  them,  all  things  youthful  and  sweet  ! 
Scatter  the  blossoms  under  their  feet  ! 

The   present  tour  is  the  first    really    important   function    Their  Royal  Highnesses 
of  Cornwall  and   York   have  been   called   upon   to   undertake.      It  signifies  much  to  the 
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entire  Empire,  which  it  unifies,  while  illustrating  to  the  world  its  vastness  and  its 
brotherhood. 

This  visit,  recalling  that  made  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  India,  is  certain  to  bear 
a  rich  harvest  in  the  future,  and   result  in  the  increased  popularity  of  the  Throne. 

Of  that  popularity  there  has  never  been  any  question.  Had  there  been,  the  demon- 
strations which  have  accompanied  their  progress  would  have  gone  far  to  assure  His  Royal 
Highness  and  his  Royal  spouse  of  the  esteem  in  which  they  are  held.  These  demonstra- 
tions are  valuable  in  that  they  proclaim  the  fact  that  when,  in  the  inevitable  progress  of 
time,  the  day  comes  when  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  shall  sit  on  the  throne  of 
his  ancestors,   the  same   unswerving  lovalty,   the  same  devoted  adherence,   and   the  same

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THE  ROYAL  TRAIN 


The  Royal  train,  built  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany at  their  shops  at  Montreal,  is  truly  a  marvel  of  elegance 
and  one  of  the  most  perfectly  appointed  trains  ever  constructed. 
It  will  be  used  on  the  Royal  progress  from  Quebec  to  Vancouver 
and  return  to  Halifax.  It  is  730  feet  in  length,  and  weighs  595 
tons.  It  consists  of  the  day  coach  Cornwall  and  the  night 
coach  York,  for  the  especial  use  of  their  Royal  Highnesses  ;  the

compartment  car  Canada  ;  the  sleeping  cars,  Australia,  India 
and  South  Africa  ;  and  the  dining  car,  Sandringham — together 
with  cars  for  the  baggage,  and  for  the  railway  employees — nine 
coaches  in  all. 

Lighted  by  electricity,  the  lamps  are  so  placed  that  an  ample, 
but  soft,  light  flooding  the  whole  interior  of  the  train  is  obtained. 
Telephones  of  a  new  pattern  have  been  installed  in  every  coach

— one  novelty  being  an  arrangement  by  which  all  the  instruments 
may  be  in  use  at  the  same  moment,  without  any  one  of  them 
interfering  with  an}-  other. 

The  Cornwall  will  be  the  rearmost  coach  of  the  train,  so  that 
their  Royal  Highnesses  may  have  an  uninterrupted  view  of  the 
superb  scenery  through  which  the  train  will  pass. 

The  Cornwall  is  78  feet  6)4  inches  in  length,  with  a  width  of 
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10  feet  3  inches,  an  extreme  height  of  14  feet,  and  a  weight  of 
almost  60  tons.  It  contains  reception-room,  boudoir,  dining-room 
and  kitchen.  The  reception-room  opens  directly  on  to  the  obser- 
vation platform,  and  is  the  largest  room  of  the  suite.  It  is  pan- 
elled in  Circassian  walnut,  and  while  it  is  undecorated  save  for  a 
few  ornamental  moldings,  it  gives  the  effect  of  extreme  richness, 
and  is  in  admirable  taste.     The  ceilings  are  finished  in  dead  gold,

and  the  moldings  and  ornaments  are  just  touched  with  gold  and 
blue,  the  decorations  being  of  the  Louis  XV.  style.  The  hang- 
ings and  drapings  are  of  dark  blue  velvet,  while  the  floor  is  car- 
peted with  a  heavy  Wilton  of  a  quiet,  grey-green  shade,  into 
whose  heavy  texture  the  foot  sinks  without  making  a  sound. 
The  sofa,  arm  chairs,  table,  escritoire  and  other  articles  of  fur-

niture  are  upholstered  in  blue  velvet  to  match  the  draperies.  The 
piano  is  of  Canadian  manufacture  and  a  very  perfect  instrument. 

The  Duchess'  boudoir  is  between  the  reception  and  dining 
rooms,  halfway  along  the  corridor  adjoining  them.  Its  prevail- 
ing shade  is  a  pearl  grey.  The  panels  are  painted  a  la  Walteau. 
The  draperies  are  of  light  blue  moire  silk,  and  divans,  chairs,  and 
table  are  gilt  to  match  the  panels.

CONTINUED 


The  front  of  the  car  has  been  devoted  to  a  dining-room. 
This  room  is  finished  in  African  Coromandel,  ornamental  car- 
touches in  bas  relief  displaying  at  one  end  the  armorial  bearings 
of  the  King,  and  at  the  other  the  blended  coats  of  arms  of  the 
Duke  and  Duchess,  while  the  arms  of  the  Dominion,  and  the 
family  badge  of  the  Duke  embellish  the  remaining  walls  of  the

devoted  to  two  state  rooms  finished  in  mahogany;  the  one  for  the 
lady-in-waiting,  the  other  for  the  gentleman-in-waiting,  together 
with  a  general  toilet,  and  a  baggage-room. 

The  Canada,  which  is  the  third  coach  from  the  rear  of  the 
train,  is  a  compartment  car,  finished  in  a  prima  vera  or  white 
mahogany,  and  upholstered  in    terra  cotta  and    olive  green

room.  The  draperies  are  of  green  velvet,  and  the  decorations 
of  the  panels  are  in  shades  of  gold  and  green  to  match.  The 
forward  part  of  the  car  is  devoted  to  pantry,  kitchen,  store  room 
and  other  necessary  offices. 

The  perfection  of  the  arrangements  is  as  conspicuous  in 
the  kitchen  and  pantry  of  the  Royal  car  as  in  any  part  of  the 
train.  It  is  in  reality  a  model  kit- 
chen that  we  have  here.  Smaller 
in  size,  indeed,  than  those  found 
in  palaces,  but  not  a  whit  less 
complete. 

The  night  coach  York  is  78 
feet  2  inches  in  length,  and 
weighs  57X  tons,  its  other  dimen- 
sions being  the  same  as  those  of 
the  Cornwall.  A  corridor  ex- 
tends throughout  the  length  of 
the  car.  The  central  portion  of 
the  York  is  occupied  by  two 
bedrooms,  with  servants'  sleep- 
ing rooms  adjacent.  These  Royal 
bedrooms  are  finished  in  pearl 
grey  enamel;  being  panelled  in 
silk  to  match  the  draperies.  Each 
contains  its  own  wardrobe,  dress- 
ing table  and  large  mirror.  The 
brass  bedsteads  are  heavily  gilt. 
The  draperies  of  the  Duke's 
room  are  of  crimson,  silk  armure, 
and  those  of  the  Duchess'  of  pale 
blue  moire.  The  furniture  is  of 
satin  wood. 

Each  of  the  Royal  bedrooms 
has  its  own  bathroom  attached. 
These  are  quite  unique,  being 
draped  in  a  soft,  tasselled  water- 
proof cloth  of  a  pearl-grey  hue. 
The   remainder   of  the  car  is 


plush.  The  Canada  contains  six  state  rooms  fitted  with  every 
convenience  ;  in  the  centre  of  the  car  is  a  commodious  smok- 
ing room.  There  is  also  a  bath  at  one  end  of  the  car,  and  at 
the  other  a  large  lavatory  and  shower  bath.  This  is  the  latest 
novelty,  even  in  Royal  trains.  The  shower  bath  is  installed 
in  a  small  chamber,  and  it  is  upholstered  in  grey  waterproof 

cloth. 

The  Sandringham  is  the  din- 
ing car  for  the  staff,  and  consists 
of  the  main  dining  saloon,  pantry 
and  kitchen.  It  is  77  feet  2  inches 
long,  weighs  57  tons,  and  is  of 
uniform  width  with  the  other  cars. 
The  dining-room  is  finished  in 
red  mahogany;  the  ceilings  are 
embossed  in  old  gold  ;  and  the 
floor  is  carpeted  with  soft,  green 
Brussels.  The  draperies  are 
green  silk.  Thirty  persons  can 
be  seated  at  the  tables,  which 
are  arranged  on  either  side  of 
the  aisle. 

The  other  cars  which  make 
up  the  train  are  of  the  standard 
patterns.  They  are  the  sleepers 
Australia,  India  and  South  Africa, 
such  as  go  to  make  up  the  Im- 
perial Limited  running  between 
Montreal  and  Vancouver.  Cer- 
tain changes  have,  however, 
been  made  in  the  South  Africa, 
inasmuch  as  in  addition  to  the 
usual  state  rooms,  a  consulting 
and  a  dispensing  room  have  been 
provided  for  the  use  of  their 
Royal  Highnesses'  medical  at- 
tendant and  his  assistant.
